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REMARKS 

This paper responds to the Office Action mailed on January 25, 2008. 
Claim 63 and 78 are amended, no claims are canceled or added; as a result, claims 
are 13-16, 48-65, and 76-78 remain pending in this application. 



§ 102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 63-65 and 78 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) for anticipation by U.S. 
Publication No. 2003/0231534 Tamaki. 
Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Applicant believes that claim 63, as amended, is not anticipated by Tamaki because 
Applicant is unable to find in Tamaki the things recited in claim 63, such as each of the memory 
segments including memory cells, each of the memory cells including a first storage node and a 
second storage node to store data, each of the memory segment to receive a supply source via a 
corresponding internal node of a plurality of internal nodes, wherein the corresponding internal 
node is coupled to the first storage node of each of the memory cells through only one first 
transistor, and the corresponding internal node is coupled to the second storage node of each of 
the memory cells through only one second transistor. Accordingly, Applicant requests 
reconsideration, withdrawal of the rejection, and allowance of claim 63 and its dependent claims 
64, 65, and 78. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13-16, 48-62 and 76-77 were allowed. 

Applicant acknowledges the allowance of claims 13-16, 48-62 and 76-77.
